Preachers 

Point

THE WILL OF GOD 
Everything ever made 
was created by someone for a 
purpose. A man builds a house 
for the purpose of living in it. 
Another man builds a business 
with the purpose of making a 
profit and providing a living for 
his family. As long as the home 
can accommodate the family and 
the business is making a profit 
there is no reason to modify or 
sell either one. 

God does have a will for your 
life and the Bible does tell us 
we can know what that will is 
(Romans 12:1-2). 

Before we get into how you can 
know what God’s will is for your 
life let’s first look at how people 
look at the subject in the light of 
God’s Word. 

For all those thinking, “I do my 
part, I attend church when I can, 

I pray, I give money, I volunteer 
from time to time.” Please 
consider this story, Christ was 
telling the apostles about a ser¬ 
vant who worked all day in the 
fields. When the servant came 
home, the master of the house 
told the servant to make and 
serve him dinner. He goes on to 
explain that when he (the master) 
was done eating the servant was 
free to make his own supper and 
sit down and eat. Christ ends the 
story with an amazing comment, 
“Doth he thank that servant be¬ 
cause he did the things that were 
commanded him? I trow not. So 
likewise ye, when ye shall have 
done all those things which are 
commanded you, say, We are 
unprofitable servants: we have 
done that which was our duty to 
do.” (Luke 17:9-10) 

Think for a second about what 
Christ said here; a servant that 
does everything commanded 
him is “unprofitable” because 
all he has done is his duty. Most 
Christians seem happy with 
accomplishing the basics, prayer 
(1 Thessalonians 5:17), study¬ 
ing the Bible (2 Timothy 2:15), 
being in church whenever the 
doors are open (Hebrews 10:25), 



paying the tithe (Malachi 3:8- 
10). These four are only a few of 
the things God commands His 
people to do. If most 

people who claim to be Chris¬ 
tians are honest with themselves, 
they will note that there may not 
be any, or maybe only one, thing 
on the list they accomplish on a 
regular basis (I would also like 
to note that 1 Thessalonians 5:17 
given to show God that com¬ 
mands us to pray says, “Pray 
without ceasing.” So if someone 
prays from time to time, usually 
when they don’t know what else 
to do, it is not fulfilling the com¬ 
mandment to pray. God wants a 
constant attitude of prayer). 

Christianity is in trouble, most 
Christians think they are doing 
God a favor when they attend 
church from time to time or 
put some money in the offering 
plate. God grades us as unprofit¬ 
able. 

Before I go on, let me state 
that there are many faithful 
Christians, who are in church 
when the doors open, that take 
time to study the Bible, that 
walk through life asking for 
God’s help each moment of the 
day and put more than 10% into 
the church coffers, but when a 
church’s membership is 1,000 
and regular attendance is 250- 
300 or a membership of 100 has 
normal attendance of 30-40 there 
is something wrong. Since some 
of those in attendance are those 
that attend periodically; then 
how many of the rest are faithful 
attendees? 

Knowing the will of the Creator 
for your life starts with being a 
living sacrifice; Romans 12:1-2 
tells us, “I beseech you there¬ 
fore, brethren, by the mercies of 
God, that ye present your bodies 
a living sacrifice, holy, accept¬ 
able unto God, which is your- 
reasonable service. And be not 
conformed to this world: but be 
ye transformed by the renewing 
of your mind, that ye may prove 
what is that good, and accept¬ 
able, and perfect, will of God.”
